This adds to the House bill $1,000,000.

The 
amendments made by the Senate Com- 
mittee will add. to the bill as it came 
from the House, about $2,000,000, 
making the total amount to be appro- 
priated more than $19,000,000. .

Assassination 


Wasuineron, J uly 3.—The Garfield 
Deticiency “Pree priation bill was pro- 
ceeded with by the Senate to-day, and 
the committee ee were 


agreed to as read. 
The Senate committee ted an 
amendment constituting the First and 


Second Controller of the Treasury and 
the Treasurer of the United States a 
Board of Audit, to hear and determine 
all questions arising out of claims and 
proposed aliowances growing out of 
the illness and burial of President Gar- 
field, providing the method of auditing 
them, appropriating* $75,000 for the 
payment of awards, and limiting the 
amount to be certified and paid for 
medical services to $52,500. ‘It is fur- 
ther provided that all claims-shall be 
considered and allowances made 
fore January 1st, 1883, and that the 
awards shall not exceed the 
amount appropriated. 

Vest (D.) of Missouri raised several 
ints of order against the amendment, 
ut the Senate, by a strict party vote. 
of 20 to 19, held that it could en- 
tertained under the rules. 

Davis of Illinois voted ho with the 
Democrats. 
Vest then opposed the proposition 
with much earnestness. He said it was 
well known that the late President, if 
not butchered, was unquestionably the 
victim of malpractice in his, last ill- 
ness. For eighty days he was phys- 
icked, leeched, probed and lanced, while 
the bullet that was eating away his 
life never for a moment came under 
the attention of the physicians. From 
a medical or scientific point. of view 
alone the fees were grossly enormous 
and would not be allowed by any court 
in any ordinary case. If Garfield’s 
life had been saved there would ‘have 
been some reason for the liberal outlay 
on the part of the Government, for 
medical services, but none now existed. 
Vest then referred to newspaper 
charges during the President’s illness, 
that while the public bulletins were 
giving favorable reports the President’s 
physicians were telegraphing in cipher 
to Wall street brokers information 
exactly the reverse of that which was 
being published. He thought it due 
to the country that an: investigation 
into that charge should even yet be 
made. He regarded the charge of Dr. 
Bliss for $8000 for eighty days’ attend- 
ance exorbitant, and had read at the 
Clerk’s desk a statement of Dr. Boyn- 
ton to the effect that on or about Au- 
gust 8, 1881, he was informed by the 
late President that Dr. Bliss was a 
volunteer in the case. In this connec- 
tion the testimony given by Dr. Bliss, 
that he was sent for by the waste tags 
of War, was also read. 
THE WOUND NECESSARILY FATAL. 


Hale (R) of Maine said he was un- 
ableto appreciate the force of Vest's 
criticism on the medical treatment of 
the late President as a failure. The 
fact was universally admitted that the 
President’s wouud was _ necessarily 
fatal. The amendment originated 
with the Appropriation Committee, 
without suggestion or intimation from 
any quarter, and afforded a means of 
removing the matter from debate in 
Congress and for its epetenicint by a 
competent tribunal. 

Some discussion followed as to the 
ground upon which the Senate Com- 
mittee had based its reductions from 
the aggregate reported in the House, 
$120,000, which is now proposed to 
make $75, 000, and Hale explained 
that the committee had adopied the 
House basis as their own, but had sub- 
stituted a lower scale. In reply to 
Garland (D.) of Arkansas, he added 
that the proposition was intended to 
put a quietus on the whole matter, 
and if the language of the amendment 
was not sufficiently guarded to that 
end, he would accept any modification 
which would better express its mean- 
ing. 

Garland said he would waive the 
point that army surgeons were obliged 
to attend the President as their Com- 
mander-in-Chief without pay, and that 
no law warranted payment for medical 
attendance in this case. He wanted to 
be satisfied of the reasonableness of the | 
charges, but he would pay every man 
who contributed to ameliorate the suf- 
fering or prolong the life of the la- 
mented Garfield all he was entitled to. 
He commented upon the disparity, be- 
tween the high scale of the House com- 
mittee and the low scale now feported, 
as showing the necessity of further 
investigation of the claims, and advo- 
cated a proposition requiring the 
charges, as fixed by the Board of Audit, 
to be reported to Congress at the short 
session. He said if the public repute

NO DISCUSSION DESIRED. 
Hawley (R.) of Connecticut said the 
discussion would be an indescribably 
painful one to the country.

Hour (R.) of Massachusetts advocat- 
ed the amendment as shielding the

(R.) of Kansas made similar appeals. 
Allison (R ) of Iowa said he felt it 
to be his duty, as Chairman of the 
Committee on Appropriatigns, to have 
entered upon the official records the 
generous response made to the com- 
mittee by Presideit Roberts of the 
Pennsylvama Railway, declaring it not 
only the duty but the pleasure of the 
company to do what it could to in- 
crease the comfort and aid in restorin 
the health of the, late President, 
disclaiming any intention to ask com- 
pesation of the government for the 
courtesies extended on that account. 
A letter from. President Roberts, dated 
December 28, 1881, was then read. 
After further remarks by Van Wyck; 
Blair, Pendleton and Saulsbury, the 
jamendment offered by Cockrell, (D.) 
of Missouri, reducing the appropria- 
tion from $75,000 to $57,500, and the

THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN A CY- 


CLONE AND A TORNADO. 


The difference between a cyclone 
and a tornado is defined by Mr. Wm. 
Ferris, of the United States coast sur- 
vey, to be this: A cyclone is usually 
a broad, flat, gyrating disk of atmos- 
phere, very much greater in width 
than altitude; a tornado is a column 


- Of gyrating air, the altitude of which 


is several times greater than its diam- 
- eter. Cyclones are born of condi- 
tions extending over large areas; tor- 
nadoes depend rather upon the verti- 


wal relations of the atmosphere, and 


occur when, owing to local changes 
of temperature, the under strata of air 
bursts up through the overlaying 


Strata. The enormous velocities of ‘the 


ascending currents of tornadoes are 
supposed to be caused by the 


‘difference between the gyrating veloci- 


ties above and those on the surface. 
It is these ascending currents which 
carry up the vast bodies of water after- 
wards precipitated in the form of a 
deluge of rain. The water is some- 
times kept from falling by the ascend- 
ing currents, and is often projected 
outside the area of the tornado, when 


it falls in a gentle shower over a large 


area. When the weight of the water 
overbears the force of the ascending 


_ currents, there occurs the tremendous 
fall of rain known as a cloud-burst. 


When the area of a tornado is very 
small, a land-spout or water-spout may 
be formed, according as it is over land 
and water. The width of these spouts 
ranges between two feet and 200, and 
their height from 30 to 1500 feet.

Fourth of July celebration it was. We 
wish space would allow us to give each 
detail, to describe each feature of our 
celebration yesterday, but it “would take

First, as to the decorations. The five 
members of the Decoration Committee 
had their hands well full. and were busy 
the whole of Saturday and Monday.
